Compromise, To endanger security by permitting unauthor- 
ized persons to gain special or classified information or 
matter. Security may be compromised by enemy cryptoanalysig, 
capture, theft, salvage, photography and other forme of 
espionage, or by careless conversation or handling of clagssi~ 
fied information by ow personnel, 


Comment. Compromise is not the actual loss of information 
or material but the effect of that loss on the security of the 
code, situation, or operation involved,

Intelligence, basic. Intelligence produced in times of 
peace and war for use planning possible or actual oper- 


ations, 
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Recommendation, Eliminate thie definition as unnecessary, 
As stated ft includes all intelligence ~~ which is previously 
defined in more detail.
